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LITTLE CHANCE SEEN FOR 
LOCKER PLANTS IN CITIES 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Latest advices from 
official agencies here are to the effect that 
there will be little, if any, liberalization of 
the program for new refrigerated locker stor- 
age construction or expansion to permit plants 
in cities over 25,000 population. 


“The locker plant program because of 
rural conditions is a program designed par- 
ticularly for rural communities, if it is ex- 
tended it will probably be with the same 
restrictions that apply to the present pro- 
gram,” one well-posted authority states. 


WPB FAVORS RETURN TO 
"42 MODELS AT WAR’S END 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—1942 models of 
consumer products will be produced for a 
period of some time after the conclusion of 
the war if some recent suggestions of War 
Production Board officials are followed. 


The proposed “freezing” of 1942 models 
for production at the conclusion of hostilities 
is said by the WPB to be desirable as a means 
of speeding the reconversion of industry to 
a peacetime basis. 


The proposals were made public in a report 
on interviews with officials of various war 
agencies arranged by Senator Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney, chairman of a Senate subcom- 
mittee on postwar planning. 


It was suggested by WPB officials, accord- 
ing to the report, that it might be a good 
idea to call in manufacturers of automobiles 
and ask for a frank outline of their plans, 
“out of which it might be decided, for ex- 
ample, that during the first several months 
of reconversion, only 1942 models would be 
produced.” 


It would be possible, it is thought, for WPB 
to enforce such a policy by its power to allo- 
cate materials, granting that such power were 
continued after the war. 


DISTRIBUTORS MUST IDENTIFY 
DIRECT-SHIPPED ORDERS 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A distributor, plac- 
ing a rated order with a manufacturer, call- 
ing for direct delivery to the distributor’s 
customer, must identify such rated order with 
the customer’s allotment number, if any, the 
War Production Board announced Oct. 11 in 
Direction No. 4 to CMP Regulation No. 3, as 
follows: 

“Where a distributor places a rated order 
with a manufacturer calling for direct de- 
livery by the manufacturer to the distributor’s 
customer, the distributor must place on the 
order, for purposes of identification, the allot- 
ment number, if any, appearing on his cus- 
tomer’s order.” 


Gov’t Agency Men 
Will Be Present 
At French Lick 


CHICAGO—Prominent government 
officials will participate in the re- 
frigeration industry fall conference 
to be held Oct. 28-29 at French Lick 
Springs hotel, French Lick, Ind. 

The conference will be held in con- 
junction with the meetings of the 
Refrigeration Equipment Manufac- 
turers Association (Rema) and the 
National Refrigeration Supply Job- 
bers Association. These two associa- 
tions will hold meetings of their 
memberships, according to prelimin- 
ary plans, while Friday, Oct. 29 will 
be given over to a joint industry 
meeting open to all who are in- 
terested. 

Government agency 
who are listed as planning to attend 
include Sterling F. Smith, Chief, Re- 
frigeration and Air Conditioning 
Section of WPB; S. A. Warren, Act- 


ing Chief of the Wholesale and Retail ~ 


Trades Division of WPB; and H. B. 
McCoy, Chief of the Division of In- 
dustrial Economy of the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce, who will 
discuss the “Postwar Planning Pro- 
gram of Government Agencies.” 

Sterling Smith will be a speaker 
at the Jobber’s Association meeting, 
according to program plans.

More Retailers Placed 
Under Inventory Control 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Restric- 
tions on merchants’ inventory of con- 
sumers goods have been broadened 
by the War Production Board’s order 
L-219 which now applies to mer- 
chants whose inventory equals 
$50,000 at cost, or whose sales of 
consumer goods were $200,000 or 
more during their latest inventory 
years, WPB has announced. 

Previously merchants had to be 
within both the inventory and sales 
limitations. 

Announced purpose of the order is 
“to promote a more equitable dis- 
tribution of goods by preventing 
over-accumulation in the hands of a 
small number of merchants in par- 
ticular areas,” WPB said.

USES to Handle 
All Hiring of 
‘Critical’ Men 

WMC Extends Control over 


Service Men, Engineers 
In Oct. 15 Regulation 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Refrigera- 
tion service men and engineers can 
now be hired only through referral 
by the United States Employment 
Service, according to an amended 
employment stabilization plan, con- 
forming to War Manpower Commis- 
sion Regulation No. 7, which went 
into effect Friday, Oct. 15. 

The new plan governs all of the 
149 “super-critical” occupations and 
is intended to operate in all areas 
where there is not already in effect 
a local plan meeting the standards 
of the new WMC regulation. 

“In-migrant workers,” “new em- 
ployes,” critical occupations, essen- 
tial activities, and locally needed 
establishments are defined by the 
amended plan. “In-migrant workers” 
are those who in the last 30 days 
have not been employed in or lived 
in the area where they are seeking 
employment. 

A “new employe” is one who has 
not been in the employ of the hiring 
employer at any time during the 
preceding 30 days, disregarding em- 
ployment of less than seven days or 
employment which is supplemental 
to the employe’s principal work. 

Critical occupations are those 149 
occupations already designated by 
the WMC chairman, essential activi- 
ties are those included in the WMC 
list, and locally needed establish- 
ments are those designated by an 
area WMC director. 

New employe may be hired only 
upon referral by the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service when: (1) the new em- 
ploye is to be hired for work in a 
critical occupation, or his statement 
of availability indicates that his last 
employment was in a critical occupa- 
tion; 

(2) The new employe has not lived 
or worked in the locality of the new 
employment the preceding 30-day 
period. 

(3) The new employe’s last regular

400,000 Master Food Conservators In Use 
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Sayre Ramsdell Dies; 
Was Philco Director 


CHURCHVILLE, Pa.—Sayre M. 
Ramsdell, advertising agency presi- 
dent and a former director of Philco 
Corp., died Oct. 4 at his home, 
Willow Brook Farm, here. He was 
45 years old.

Mr. Sayre’s advertising agency, 
whose principal clients were Philco 
and National Union Radio Corp., was 
commended for its cartoon advertise- 
ments protraying the industrial might 
of the United States overcoming the 
Axis, one of them being adjudged 
among the 50 best advertisements in 
1942. The radio program, “Our 
Secret Weapon,” last year was 
awarded the silver medal by Annual 
Advertising Awards” for the ad- 
vancement of Radio Advertising as a 
Social Force.” 


OCR List of Essential 
Civilian Items Awaited 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—List of 
essential civilian items is expected 
shortly from the Office of Civilian 
Requirements, and when this list is 
received the Smaller War Plants 
Corp. will help small producers re- 
sume production, reports H. M. 
Brundage, New York regional di- 
rector of SWPC. 

It was admitted by Mr. Brundage, 
however, that lack of raw materials’ 
is the biggest hindrance to helping 
small plants, and that SWPC plans 
are in the main dependent on the 
WPB release of necessary materials. 

Small producers who possessed 
stock piles of raw materials have 
already been assisted by SWPC in 
the return to civilian production, Mr. 
Brundage averred, and those firms 
who had partially fabricated mate- 
rials on hand have been especially 
favored. 

The SWPC’s plan for a liaison 
officer to work with large retailers 
has been abandoned.

New WMC Regulation 
Restricts Hiring of 
‘Critical’ Workers

employment was in agriculture and 
he is to be hired for non-agricul- 
tural work, provided that he will be 
given such referral only after con- 
sultation with a War Food Admin- 
istration representative. Such an in- 
dividual, however, may be hired for 
non-agricultural work for six weeks 
without referral or availability state- 
ment. 

“Any worker seeking employment 
in an area in which he has not 
worked or lived during the preced- 
ing 30-day period shall apply to the 
USES office nearest his present home 
or place of employment for a State- 
ment of Inter-Area Clearance,” warn 
WMC officials. “Thus, before leaving 
his job, a worker should contact the 
USES. 

“Such clearance will be granted if 
the worker is entitled to a state- 
ment of availability, if his reasons 
for wishing to seek employment 
elsewhere take precedence over the 
local need for his services, and if he 
agrees not to seek work in any area 
into which migration has been lim- 
ited by the regional WMC director.” 

An employer’s decision to hire or 
refer a worker shall be based on 
qualifications essential for perform- 
ance of. or suitability for, the job 
and shall be made without discrimi- 
nation as to race, color, creed, sex, 
national origin, or except as required 
by law, citizenship, the plan declares. 


A new employe, who during the 
preceding 60-day period, was engaged 
in an essential or locally needed 
establishment, may be hired only if 
such hiring would aid in the effective 
prosecution of the war, according to 
the plan. He could be hired for work 
in an essential or locally needed es- 
tablishment or for work to which he 
has been referred by the USES, or 
when he presents a statement of 
availability from his last employer. 

Under the amended plan five 
reasons for job transfers are listed 
as. valid: (1) When the worker has 
been discharged or his employment 
otherwise terminated, (2) when he 
has been laid off for an indefinite 
period or for seven or more days, 
(3) when continuance in his employ- 
ment would involve undue personal 
hardship, (4) when such employment 
is or was at a wage or under working 
conditions established by state or 
Federal law, and (5) when such em- 
ployment is or was at a wage below 
a level established or approved by 
the NWLB or other’ authorized 
agency as warranting adjustment 
and the employer has failed to make 
adjustment or apply to the appropri- 
ate agency for such adjustment. 

If a worker can’t obtain a state- 
ment of availability from his em- 
ployer, he is advised to notify USES, 
which will investigate the case and 
issue an availability statement if 
circumstances warrant. 

When a worker is employed at less 
than full time or at a job which does 
not utilize his highest recognized 
skill for which there is a need in 
the war effort, the USES may, upon 
his request, refer him to other avail- 
able employment in which it finds 
that he will be more fully utilized in 
the war effort. 


New Plan Attacked 
By Detroit Committee 


Loud objections to the new plan 
were voiced by management and 
labor members of Detroit’s WPM 
advisory committee who have ap- 
pealed for a postponement in the 
effective date of the national plan to 
permit establishment of a local plan. 


Management members oppose ex- 
clusive hiring by the USES in the 
149 critical occupations, and dislike 
the liberalization of rules governing 
job transfers on the basis of wage 
differentials. 


Labor members of the Detroit 
committee, however, prefer USES 
hiring of all workers. but are op- 
posed to Regulation 7 because it is 
a “piecemeal plan.” 

Real problem in Detroit industry 
today does not concern the 149 criti- 
cal occupations governed by the new 
plan, it was said, but ordinary labor- 
ers, shortage of whom has become 
the production bottleneck now that 
the tooling stages of production have 
passed.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Production 
quotas for domestic ice refrigerators 
during the period from Oct. 1 to Dec. 
31, 1943, inclusive, have been estab- 
lished by the War Production Board 
in Schedule V to Supplementary 
Limitation Order L-7-c. 

Manufacturers in Group I and II 
Labor Areas, as set up by the War 
Manpower Commission, may produce 
the same amounts as manufactured 
during the period from July 1 to 
Sept. 30, 1943, pursuant to Schedule 
IV of Order L-7-c, including those 
produced on orders bearing prefer- 
ence ratings of AA-5 or higher. 

Those manufacturers not in Group 
I and II Labor Areas, may produce, 
in addition to AA-5 or higher rated 
orders, the following amounts:

GENERAL REFRIGERATION DIVISION 
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Provision Is Made 
For Adjustment 
Of Machine Prices 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The pro- 
visions for automatic adjustments of 
maximum prices for wholesalers of 
machines and machinery parts has 
been expanded by the Office of Price 
Administration so that it also covers 
wholesalers who are supplied by 
sellers other than manufacturers. 

Previous provisions of Maximum 
Price Regulation 136 (Machines and 
Parts and Services) allowed whole- 
salers who were supplied by manu- 
facturers to increase their prices 
when it was found that their prices 
on the base dates specified in the 
regulation did not reflect advances in 
prices charged to them by their 
suppliers before the base dates. The 
increase permitted was limited to 
the percentage of increase in the 
price paid by them in purchasing the 
equipment. 

The new action was taken after it 
was found that some wholesalers, in 
purchasing from other wholesalers or 
distributors, had base date prices— 
which became their maximums under 
the regulation—that did not include 
advances in prices paid by them in 
purchasing the machines or parts. 

As a result of the action, all 
wholesalers, regardless of their 
source of supply may use the auto- 
matic adjustment provisions which 
are contained in Amendment No. 100 
to Regulation 136, effective Oct. 4, 
1943. In effect, wholesalers who find 
their base dates prices for machines 
—or maximum prices—were based 
on lower prices than the prices they 
paid their suppliers before the base 
dates may apply the provisions to 
increase their prices by the allowed 
percentage. 

Under the regulation prices for 
items in Appendix A have a base 
date of Oct. 1, 1941, and items in 
Appendix B have a base date of 
March 31, 1942. 


REGULATION 


(Document No. 22268) 
Part 1390—Machinery and Transportation 
Equipment 
(MPR 136, as amended,+ Amdt. 100) 
Machines and Parts, and Machinery 
Services 


A statement of the considerations in- 
volved in the issuance of this amendment, 
issued simultaneously herewith, has been 
filed with the Division of the Federal 
Register.* ‘ 

Section 1390.10 (b) is amended to read 
as follows: 

(b) Seller’s price based on cost lower 
than supplier’s base date price—(1) Price. 
Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this regulation, the maximum price for 
the sale by a seller, other than a manu- 
facturer, of any machine or part for which 
the seller had a price in effect on the 
base date (Oct. 1, 1941, for machines and 
parts listed in Appendix A or March 31, 
1942, for machines and parts listed in 
Appendix B), which was based on a cost 
lower than the price his supplier had in 
effect to him on that date, shall be de- 
termined as follows: Divide the price 
your supplier would have charged you on 
the base date, had you made a purchase, 
by the cost on which your base date sell- 
ing price was calculated. Then multiply 
this percentage increase in cost by your 
net base date selling price to each of 
your classes of trade (i. e., net selling 
price to each class of customer). No ad- 
justment may be made under this para- 
graph until the Office of Price Administra- 
tion approves such adjustment in writing. 

(3) Reports. A seller, other than a 
manufacturer, who desires to increase his 
prices for a machine or part in accord- 
ance with subparagraph (1) shall file a 
report with the Office of Price Admin- 
istration in Washington, D. C. This re- 
port shall contain the following infor- 
mation: 

(i) The name and address of the im- 
mediate supplier, as well as the manu- 
facturer, of the item. If the manufacturer 
is also the supplier, include a statement 
to that effect. 

(ii) A description of the machine or 
part. 

(iii) The price or prices your supplier 
would have charged you on the base date 
(Oct. 1, 1941, for machines and parts 
listed in Appendix A and March 31, 1942, 
for machines and parts listed in Appen- 
dix B) had you made a purchase, and 
the date such prices became effective. 

(iv) The cost upon which your base 
date selling price was calculated, and the 
period during which such cost was effec- 
tive. 

(v) Your net price or prices (i. e., net 
prices to all different classes of trade) 
in effect on the base date, and the date 
such price or prices became effective. 

(vi) The maximum price or prices de- 
termined in accordance with subpara- 
graph (1) and the class of purchasers 
(your customers) to which each price 
applies. Note: divide the prices (costs) 
listed in subdivision (iii) above, by the 
respective prices (costs) in subdivision 
(iv), and multiply this percentage in- 
crease in cost by the base date selling 
price in subdivision (v). The resulting 
answer is your maximum price. 

This amendment shall become effective 
Oct. 4, 1943. 

Note: All reporting provisions of this 
amendment have been approved by the 
Bureau of the Budget in accordance with 
the Federal Reports Act of 1942.

‘Fix It Yourself’ 
—Then Duck 


SALT LAKE CITY — Many 
blasts, verbal and editorial, have 
been touched off by the shortage 
of skilled service men and the 
resultant food spoilage and food 
poisoning, but one of the loudest 
blasts of all occurred here recently 
when one George H. Garfield, 
householder, attempted to repair 
his own refrigerator. 

Apparently a refrigerant line in 
Mr. Garfield’s old Majestic sealed 
unit became clogged, causing the 
pressure switch to cut out the 
motor. Determined to fix it him- 
self, Garfield blocked out the 
switch to let the motor run. 

Friends who visited Garfield at 
the hospital later said that, though 
severely injured, he will probably 
recover. 

The explosion following the 
build up of extremely high pres- 
sure hurled the motor through the 
ceiling, knocked Mrs. Garfield un- 
conscious, and blasted a visitor 
through the kitchen door. 

There was one death—the fam- 
ily kitten. 


Firms May Omit Labor 
Costs In Computing 
Quotas Under CMP-5 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In comput- 
ing quotas for maintenance, repair, 
and operating supplies under CMP 
Regulation No. 5, and in charging 
purchases against these quotas, 
manufacturers are permitted to ex- 
clude the cost of the labor involved, 
in carrying on such operations, WPB 
has announced. 

However, if labor costs are ex- 
cluded with respect to MRO pur- 
chases they must be excluded with 
respect to the quota computation. 

This ruling is contained in Direc- 
tion No. 13, to CMP Regulation No. 
5, which also points out that items 


included in Lists A and B of Pri-. 


orities Regulation No. 3 may be ex- 
cluded from computation of the quota 
and purchases against it, but these 
items must be excluded from the 
computation of the quota and the 
charges against the quota. 

The Direction requires that MRO 
quotas must be computed, and that 
records of the computation and sup- 
porting work sheets must be kept 
for at least two years after the last 
purchase of MRO items under the 
Regulation. Persons purchasing un- 
der the regulation must also main- 
tain a record of expenditures for 
MRO items for not less than two 
years. 


Evaporative Coolers 
Available on Priority 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. — Utility 
evaporative air coolers for orders 
authorized under WPB order L-38 
are now available to dealers, an- 
nounces the Utility Fan Corp. here. 
Only coolers of 2,000 CFM rating or 
higher may be manufactured at 
present. Forms on which to apply for 
authorized orders are available at 
all WPB offices. 


WPB Clarifies New 
Zinc Order Changes 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In re- 
sponse to many inquiries regarding 
the effects of Conservation Order 
M-11-b as Amended, on zinc uses, 
WPB has issued a statement clari- 
fying several provisions of the 
amended order. 

New percentage limitations restrict 
users to 60% of their 1941 con- 
sumption on all grades. Under the 
original order, percentages were 
based on material put into process, 
but now the amended version speci- 
fies percentages be based on actual 
uses. 

This means that percentages are 
now reckoned on the basis of end 
products such as dry cell battery 
cups, etc., rather than on the original 
strip from which they are cut. 

Allotments may be used at the 
rate of 15% each quarter. Under the 
original order plants could put into 
process 75% of prime Western 
Grades and 50% on all other grades 
of 1941 consumption, based on corre- 
sponding quarters of the earlier year. 
Thus, users are now permitted less 
of one grade and more of others, the 
result being to equalize overall con- 
sumption. 


WPB Field Offices 
To Handle Appeals 
On Industry Orders 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Appeals 
from War Production Board orders 
and regulations governing a large 
list of products, with the exception 
of suspension orders, should be made 
to WPB field offices beginning Nov. 1 
instead of to WPB headquarters here, 
according to the recently amended 
Priorities Regulation 16. 

This amendment is in line with 
WPB’s new policy of decentralization 
to speed up the handling of paper 
work. 

Under the amended regulation ap- 
peals will continue to be handled in 
the present manner until Nov. 1 
(after which they will go through 
field offices), on the following classes 
of products:

‘Necessary Men’ In 
Critical Activities 
Permitted to Move 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Seasonal 
workers 


from one locality to another without 
losing their occupational classifica- 
tion, under certain circumstances, as 
long as they continue to qualify as 
‘necessary men” in their seasonal 
occupations, the Selective Service 
Bureau of the War Manpower Com- 
mission has announced. 


Pointing out that some vital war 
production and war supporting ac- 
tivities are seasonal in nature, a 
Selective Service memorandum to 
local boards emphasizes that it is 
important to protect their supply of 
manpower. 

Registrants engaged in occupations 
which are seasonal in their localities, 
the memorandum instructs, may be 
considered for occupational defer- 
ment and should be deferred if found 
to be “necessary men.” The memor- 
andum, stressing the need for mo- 
bility in connection with adequate 
utilization of this type of manpower, 
says: 

“Registrants engaged in seasonal 
occupations in war production or in 
support of the war effort should be 
permitted to move from one locality 
to another for the purpose of follow- 
ing local seasons and should be con- 
sidered for occupational classification, 
irrespective of such movement, if 
they continue to qualify as necessary 
men in their seasonal occupations.” 


Furthermore, Selective Service 
said, registrants deferred by reason 
of being “necessary men’’ in seasonal 
occupations in war production or in 
support of the war effort, may be 
continued in a deferred classification 
during the off-season if they fulfill 
the following conditions: 

“(a) They remain engaged in their 
seasonal occupations for a period of 
not less than eight months of the 
year. 

“(b) They become engaged during 
the off-season in some other occupa- 
tion in war production or in support 
of the war effort, and 

“(c) Upon the reopening of the 
season in which they may pursue 
their normal seasonal occupations 
they return to the seasonal occupa- 
tions that constituted the basis for 
their original deferment and resume 
their status as necessary men there- 
in,”

‘Replace Single Men 
To Keep Up Morale,’ 
Gen. Hershey Advises 


NEW YORK CITY — Employers 
should make every possible effort to 
replace single men fit for military 
service if a breakdown in public 
morale is to be avoided, now that 
drafting of fathers has begun, Maj. 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey. Selective 
Service chief, warned 2,000 personnel 
executives attending a three-day con- 
ference on manpower stabilization 
conducted at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
here recently by the American Man- 
agement Association. 

“It is realized that there are many 
reasons for the presence of young 
men in industry,” he declared. “It is 
understood that many of them have 
acquired a very considerable amount 
of ‘know how’ during the time they 
have been in the plants. : 

“Regardless of these facts, how- 
ever, a great many of our people 
believe the time has come when these 
young single men should be in the 
service and that industry should find 
others to do this work, or get more 
work out of those already in the 
plants.” 

General Hershey expressed dislike 
for the attitude of many employers 
toward local draft boards. In appeal- 
ing to Washington headquarters 
such employers, he complained, have 
contended that members of local 
boards were not aware of the true 
conditions in the plants. When the 
facts are obtained, General Hershey 
averred, it invariably is revealed that 
local board officials are very well 
informed and act accordingly. 


Minimum Orders For 
Extruded Aluminum 
Established by WPB 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Limitations 
on the smallest amounts of aluminum 


‘and aluminum alloy extruded shapes 


that may be ordered from producers 
have been placed in effect by the War 
Production Board through Direction 
33 to CMP Regulation 1, which was 
issued Oct. 1. 

“Whenever a consumer is entitled 
to place an order for a particular 
aluminum or aluminum alloy shape,” 
the order provides, “he may order 
the smallest of the following amounts 
of the extruded shape: 

“(1) A six months’ supply of the 
particular extruded shape; 

“(2) A quantity of the particular 
extruded shape sufficient to complete 
a contract, or 

“(3) The following quantities of 
the particular extruded shape: 

Wt. of individual extruded Minimum 
shape per linear foot: 

Up to % Ib. inclusive per ft........ 100 

Over % lb. to 1 Ib. inclusive per ft. 200 

Over 1 lb. to 2 lbs. inclusive per ft. 350 

Over 2 lbs. to 4 Ibs. inclusive per ft. 500 

Over 4 lbs. to 8 Ibs. inclusive per ft. 750

Consumers are not prevented from 
ordering a larger amount than the 
minimum requirements, under the 
new regulation, provided they are 
permitted to do so under the pro- 
visions of paragraph (s-1) of CMP 
Regulation No. 1 relating to restric- 
tions on placing authorized controlled 
material orders. 

Likewise a producer can turn down 
an order for less than the minimum 
amounts described above, regardless 
of provisions of paragraph (t) (2) 
(i) of CMP Regulation No. 1, ac- 
cording to the new directive. 


OCR Establishes New 
Maintenance Section 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Establish- 
ment of a Maintenance and Con- 
struction Section in the Wholesale 
and Retail Trade Division has been 
announced by the Office of Civilian 
Requirements. . 

Purpose of the new section will 
be to handle all problems relating to 
maintenance, repair, supplies, equip- 
ment, and construction requirements 
of wholesale and retail establish- 
ments. 

It was pointed out that mainte- 
nance of operating facilities is of 
major importance in assuring proper 
distribution of consumers’ goods and 
that the function of the new section 
would be to determine essential 
operating requirements of wholesale 
and retail distributors. 

The new section will absorb the 
responsibilities of the former Whole- 
sale and Retail Trade Section of the 
Service Equipment Division. 


Warehousing Group 
Appointed by WFA 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A Refrig- 
erated Warehousing Industry Ad- 
visory Committee has been named by 
the War Food Administration. Pur- 
pose of the committee, whose mem- 
bers represent the major sections of 
the country, is to inform, advise, and 
make recommendations which will 
assist the WFA to plan and admin- 
ister the food program. 


Wartime conditions have greatly 
increased the demand for refrig- 
erated space. Advice from working 
refrigerated warehousemen will be 
valuable to WFA in solving or avert- 
ing cold storage problems, officials 
said.
